Brain-diseases have become so prevalent in 
the present age, especially in our own country, 
that the subject of their causes, symptoms. 
treatment, and possible cure, has become a mat- 
ter of immediate solicitude to every thoughtful 
mind. Were the vast array of incipient luna 
tics, who mingle anrecoguized among our large 
population, to be suddenly discovered, writers of 
authority assure us that the shock upon the 
community would be profound. Nevertheless. it 
would be wholesome. If the world clearly un- 
derstood how much of the eccentricity and the 
moral perversity manifested by individuals was 
to be aecribed to a positive derangement of the 
material instrument of thought, and bow much 
to a purely capricious and depraved will, its 
judgments, in courts of law and at the tribunal 
of society, would be more just and charitable. 

There is no question now before the public in- 
volving more broad and serious consequences 
tban that of the comparative sanity and moral 
responsibility of criminals and wrong-doers. In 
every case of erring or singular action, the in- 
quiry into the motive should iaciude a considera- 
tion of the relative soundness of the brain that 
prompted it. Now that the fact is known that a 
slight change in the flow of blood to the 
head, or a little impoverishment or im- 
pairment of the vital current, is able to pro- 
duce at least a temporary disorder of the 
mind, it becomes intelligent and humane men to 
inform themselves perfectly as to the physical 
conditions under which evil deeds are com- 
mitted before a settled verdict is passed upon 
them. This obligation might seem to impose 
too arduous a burden of research in order to 
reach equitable conclusions; but it is quite as 
easy to elicit the truth regarding ancestry, bodily 
health, and habits of thought and action, as it is 
to secure the ordinary and superficial facts on 
which the judgments of mankind are usually 
based 


Dr. Wynter states, as an undeniable proposi- 
tion, that there is no such thing as sudden in- 
sanity; or, at least, itis of the rarest possible 
occurrence.” An abrupt, strong access of 
emotion is a powerful agent to precipitate 
latent insanity; but 2 perfectiy-healthy 
mind is not disorganized in a mo- 
ment. The work progresses more slowly, 
and betrays its advance by notable 
signs, easily read by the skilled psychological 
physician. More often than is supposed, the 
consciousness of impending madness is realized 
by the sufferer long before it is betrayed to the 
nearest friends and observers; and no mental 
condition can be more distressing than this, in 
which the reason is desperately struggling to re- 
tain its mastery over disordered faculties. It is 
said that Bishop Butler waged the fearful, hid- 
den warfare during the greater part of his life. 
He knew his brain was diseased. but heroically 
and succecsfully fought to keep the matter 
secret. 

A potent cause of mental disease is overwork. 
by which nervous exhaustion is induced. The 
brain may be tasked severely in regular and 

leasurable labor without injury. Such toil, Dr. 

yoter believes, may be carried to an almost un- 
limited extent witb impunity; but. be adds: It 
is the hard, thankless task-work which tears and 
frets the fine fabric of the brain; it is the strain 
and anxiety which accompanies the working-out 
of great monetary transactions which produces 
that silent and terrible ramollessmeni which 
gradually saps the mind of the strong man, and 
reduces him to the condition of an imbecile.” 

The excitement of commercial and political 
life bas frigbtfully increased cerebral disorders 
during the existing certury. In the United 
States, where the strugzie for position, for 
> wealth and infinence, keeps the faculties con- 
tinually strained to the highest tension, brain- 
diseases are three times as common as in Eng- 
land. Americans are buying what they de- 
nominate succesé—thbat is, speed in the ac- 
complishment of their saims—at a i fear- 
ful cost. Exhausted and disordered brains 
are too often the ultimate possession of our 
most active and eminent men; and edfeebled. 
— minds are the inheritance of their chil- 

ren. 

That insanity is hereditary is generally ac- 
knowledged ; but it is not so widely understood 
that madness does not often beget madness, but 
transmits its taint, in a majority of cases. varied 
in form, though identical in — The in- 
sane parent implants in his offspring the seeds 
of nervous diseases, as neuralgia, epilepsy, and 
chorea ; or he conveys to them the calamitous 
heritage of a wayward intellect, a cruel dispo- 
sition, a perverse character, and a lack of moral 
sense. It is this class of unfortunate individuals, 
cursed at birth with uneound bodies or brains, 
that + ene the greater share of the misery in the 
world. 

is agreed by aliénist physicians that 
children are far more likely to inherit 
cerebral affections from the mother than from 
the father; also, that the girls ia this case are 
more apt to reBeive the fatal gift than the boys; 
while the latter are in the gre ter danger when 
the heritage descends from tae father's side. 
When the children of an inpsav 5 mother partake 
of her temperament, there is -eason for appre- 
bension that they will :nberit her disease, either 
direct or transmitted into so me affection of the 
nervous system ; for nothing is more com- 
mon,” remarks Dr. Wynter, than to find mere 
nervous disorders changed. oy transmission from 
parent to child, into ment /. disorders, aud vice 
versa. In short. all later discoveries tesch us 
that they are in bie, in some mysterious 
wav, in which our know)lrsige of the laws of in- 
beritance are, as yet, bu, dim and faulty.” 

Among the most drea ed issues of the insane 
diathesis are the moral ciiseases, such as klepto- 
mantis and dipsomarii: theft-madness and 
thiret-madness. The unbeppr individuals pos- 
sessed with a mania lr drin 


were, without exception, totally oblivious of the 

moral law. They were vain, passionate, un- 

truthful, thoughtless, and unfeeling. 

The curious nature of the theft some- 
times practiced by the kieptomaniac shows 
him to be morally insane. In one instance ou 
recordin England, a man stole nothing but 
Bibles, and was transported for the crime. Iu 
another, nothing was taken bat spades; in 3 
third, nothing but shoes; in a fourth, only 
shawis. In one case, 6 criminal was trans- 
ported for stealing tubs; there was nothing 
in bis tioe of life and nothing in his 
prospects, no motive. to make him especially de- 
sire tube: but so it was that when he stole it 
was always—except on one occasion—s tub.” 

As with kleptomania. so with dipsomania; it 
is a form of disease entirely different from the 
ordinary vice which it simulates. The victim of 
this infirmity is invariably amiable when not suf- 
fermmg from pbysical depression consequent 
upon excessive drinking, and he generally as- 
sumes the virtue of temperance, seeking the in- 
duigence of his mad desires in secret. The dis- 
order is, in nearly every case, inherited from 
some insane ancestor, and the percentage of 
cures is very small. Moral training may be of 
great service in strengthening the will; but the 
mere treatment of ap asylum is, in Dr. Wynter's 
opinion, of use only when the irresistibie im- 
pulse is upon the patient. It is powerless to 
prevent a recurrence of the attacks. 

The early warnings ” of a departure from a 
eane state of mind are frequenily exhibited in 
fite of waywardness, aud in strange and unac- 
countable freaks and caprices. The modest man 
starties and surprises bis friends by a sudden 
boastful manner; the truth-lover all at once 
takes ob the habit of lying ; the honest person 
stoops to thieving apd deceit. Such abnormal 
deviations of the morel sentiments are to be re- 
garded as grave indications of mental aberration. 
Oftentimes warping is | a by an extraordinary 
exaltation of the sense, The hearing becomes 
marvelousiy acute; or the vision is unnatur- 
ally exaggerated ; or the sense of smell is in- 
creased in force, or it is completely altered so 
that pleasant perfumes are perverted into obnoxi- 
ous odors. ‘The most constant aod characteristic 
symptom, however, is a debilitated power of at- 
tention. 

The firet stages of cerebral softening are be- 
traved by a failure of the memory. Tue band- 
writing accurately registers the progress of the 
disease,—the tremulous lines, increasing 
erasures, and errors in spelling, reflecting with 
singular exactness the growing confusion of the 
mind. A loss of muscular power, a tiny muscle 
drawn cut of place, a slight thickening of the 
articulation. a transposition of words or of let- 
ters, are unmistakable signs of paralysis, apo- 
plexy, and imbecility. Previous to a paralytic 
seizure, there is often a perversion of the senge 
of touch,—tbe patient fancying that tne skin is 
covered with irritating particles of dust or sand, 
or that everything he touches is velvet, or that 
it is contaminated with grease, 

When these early warning are heeded, a sin- 
gle prescription will often suffice to dissipate the 
impending trouble, and restore body and mind 
to a condition of bealth. Or. Wyater declares 
that insanity, when not clearly hereditary, if 
treated in its incipient stages is more easily 
cured than many purely physical diseases. We 
question,” he says, “if pneumonia is not 
less curable than a rst attack of inganity.” It 
is to be treated like any other nervous disorder, 
as the result of morbid: bodily conditions which 
heed to be corrected. The geveral practitioner 
should be competent fo deal with incivient lu- 
nacy, and avert the danger of its becoming con- 
firmed. Were these guardians of the public 
health properiy instructed, and vigilant in dis- 
covering and dissipating the first tokens of men- 
tal disease, our asylums, says Dr. Wynter, would 
not be so crowded with severe and hopeless 
cases, and the suffering to patients and friends 
would be intinitely reduced. 

Dr. Wynter heartily ce recates the custom of 
building huge asylums aud massing patients to- 
gether. ‘‘ The true 1 of cure for the 
curable, and support for the incurabie, is an as- 
sociation with health This cannot be 
rendered practicable where hundreds 
even thousands— of invalids are assem- 
bled under one roof, and the whole atmos- 
phere is saturated with insanity. Ninetv per 
cent of the unhappy prisovers io our asylums 
are incurable, and from 30 to 40 per cent of 
these are harmless and docile. It is an iojury, 
as well as a croelty, to condemn the latter class 
to confinement. They should be restored to 
their friends, when these are abie to provide 
for them; or they should be boarded two or 
three togetber, in private and responsible fam- 
iies. The cost of this mode of maintenance 
would be less than to support them as we do, in 
luxurious and expensive asylums. 

Little or no medical care is required in cases 
of chronic insanity; aud the surest way in 
which comfort can be administered is through 
contact with healthy minds, and, when it is 
possible, by regular employment in the 
ordinary occupations of life. To _  illus- 
trate the benefits of the system of treat- 
ment which Dr. Wynter urges, he describes 
the famous infirmary for the insane at Gheel, 
Belgium, where for ages the open-air treatment, 
as it is called. bas been in successful practice. 
Here 1,100 patients find bomes amony a sane 
population of about 10,000. Oaly one building 
answering to an asylum has been erected in the 
town, and that but recentiy. It is capable of 
accommodating but sixty patients. In this 
patients are fret received, and detained until 
the nature of their malady is determined. When 
decided that they need no special medical atten- 
tion. they are distributed among the cottages 
and town and farm-houses open to them. in 
600 different dwellings, lunaties form part of the 
household, aod share, in so far as they are ca- 
pable, the occupations and the amusements of 
the family. 

Ibe more docile patients are apportioned 
amovg the town-houses, and the more violent in 
the cottages and farm-houses on the borders of 
the community. Not more than three lunatics 
are domiciled under one roof, and generally not 
more than one. A strict supervision of the wel- 
fare of the patients is maintained. Ten physi- 

cians and guardians have charge of all the in- 
mates of the community, and endless care is 
taken to secure gentie and judicious treatment 
for every one. The individua! requirements 
of the lunatic are especially considered. Even 
the style of household and family arrangements 
is Dot thought too small a matter to take into 
account when the disposition of the lunatic is 
settied. It is said that nourriciers bave 
acquired, through ages. a traditional aptitude 
for the iotelligent treatment of patients. This 
may seem a strange assertion; but we see no 
reason why qualities of this nature may not as 
well be transmitted—at least, if Dr. Darwin's 
facts are to be depended upon—as any others.” 

Each patient is constantly accompanied by an 
attendant; but the latter is his companion 
rather than guardian, and the patient is never 
annoyed by a scarcely-noticeable supervision. 

Trustworthy patients are often allowed to take 
walks, to sit at home, and to pursue various du- 
ties, guarded only by a child; and no instance 
has ever occurred in Gheel of a child being 
barmed by his demented charge. 

In Scotland, a system has been adopted for 
pauper patients that is somewhat similar to that 
of Gheel. Harmless lunatics are distributed 
among their friends or in licensed houses; and 
the plan works well. The mortality among 
them is lower than among the insane poor in 
Eogiish asylums. 

Dr. Wynter warmly advocates the adoption of 
this system of open-air treatment everywhere. 
that asylums may be relieved of the throng of 
incarable patients that crowd their warde. By 
this arrangement, room would be made for the 
admission of acute cases that demand immediate 
medical treatment, yet are often compeiled to 
stand 80 ＋ without, knocking at the door, that 
the period of possible cure is passed. and they 
go to swell the army of hopeless lunatics. 

By the above abstract made from a portion of 
Dr. Wynter's book. the reader may judge how 
prolific of facts and hints the work ia. Toe sev- 
eral papers it contains, headed Non-Restraint 
in the Treatment of the Insane,” ** The Trai- 
ing of Imbeciie Children,” “ Brain-Enigmas,” 
The Suicidal Act,” etc., etc,, are written in a 
simple, lucid style, that makes eaey and agreea- 
ble, as it is most imetructive, reading.

Tes History or Cooperation, By Grose Tacos 
Hotroasr. Volume I. THe Pionrer Prriop: 
ae to 1844. Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott & Co. 
This is a reprint of an English book,—a re- 

print, we are glad to say, by authority of the 

author. The History of Co-operation is his 
life-work. He made much of the history, in 
fact, which he describes. For an Amefican pub- 
lisber to have stolen the book in the usual honest 
fashion, would have been a double theft. Mr. 
Holvoake emphatically rejects the one name 
that describes him,—‘ philenthropist.” His 
long and active life has been one 
constant struggle in behalf of the pro- 
letariat. Like most English Radicals, his 
revolt from the Established Church bas led him 


minds. 


into extreme hostility to-every form of revealed 


religion. He has a faculty of becoming a mar- 
tyr, and of turning the martyrdom to account, 
not for himself, but for humanity, The rejec- 
tion of his testimony in an English Court, on 
the ground of his avowed atheism, led to the 
change in the law of testimony. He has lain in 
prison for conscience sake, and has stayed poor 
that the world might be rich. His life, uke that of 
ag journalists, has been necessarily obscure 
to the great public, though that of 
the public embraced in the term RP monk: 
2 knows Mr. Holyoake well. His 
History of Co-operation in Rochdale,” is quot- 
ed as an suthority in John Stuart Mill's Po- 
litical Economy.” Mili was his personal friend. 
He bas been engaged on the present work for 
some ome but ite completion has been de- 
layed by a loog fit of sickness, and by poverty. 
No man can be as unselfish as Mr. Holyoake, 
aud not be poor. An effort to raise a fund for 
him bas been moderately successful, but we are 
inchoed to think that this first volume of his 
History“ has been rnshed through the press 
for the sake of getting the money it might yield 
as soon as possible. It is disfigured 
by a number of slips in grammar, and shows the 
lack of careful revision. But it is a magnificent 
record of a magnificent time. It sketches the 
rise of Robert Owen and Owenism; describes 
the successes and the failures of the co-opera- 
tive idea; gives a full and singularly-interest ing 
account of that device of ** jabor-exchanges ” by 
wbich Owen almost revolutionized the world; 
aod brings the reader to 1844, when the poor 
weavers of Rochdale opened the famous store in 
Toad lane. 

No student of Social Science can afford not to 
read this book. When the final volume appears. 
we shall take occasion to review at length the 
wonderful chapter in the world's history with 
which Mr. Hoivoake has had so much to do, and 
of which he now writes.

The drama which opens this collection of the 
later poems of Longfellow reproduces the myth 
of Pandora, the unwitting author of ail human 
calamities. It closely follows the version given 
by Hesiod,—rendering, in smootb and agreeable 
lines, all the scepes of the interesting legend, 
from the creation of the fair woman in the 
workshop of the sculptor Hepestus, to the 
final storm of terror and grief that closes about 
her as she yields to feminine curiosity and opens 
the forbidden jar standing in the house of Epi- 
metheus. The magvanimous forgiveness of 
Pandora by the husband she has involved in the 
general ruin elevates the final scene to a noble 
culmination, leaving a sense of soothing com- 
fort as the curtain falls. Pandora's penitent 
words :

SPINOZA. 

Perbaps no man of genius and renown was 
ever more tried with sorrows of a varied and 
painful natare, or bore his afflictions with great- 
er sweetness and patience, than Spinoza, the 
philosopher. During childhood, be suffered 
from a sickly constitution, which unfitted him 
for active exertion; and, in all bis later years, 
bis strength and energy were slowly eaten away 
by consumption. He was the son of wealthy 
parents, who emigrated from Portugal to Am- 
sterdam before his birth. They were Hebrews 
of the strictest sect, and carefully trained their 
boy in the faith of his fathers. His precocity 
encouraged their bopes that he would rise to 
distinction and reflect honor upon bis race and 
family; but, before youth was passed, Spinoza 
became enamored with the writings of Descartes, 
and with the study of physical science, ahd 
these tarned him with aversion from the rigid 
creed of the Oid Testmament and the Talmud. 
His friends endeavored, by threats and en- 
treaties, to win him back from his heresies, and 
bind him once more to the belief and the prac- 
tices of the Synagogue; buthe was stanch in 
his adherence to the new tenets that commended 
themselves to his reason. After a time of bitter

progress of civilized peoples in the oul- 
ture and practice of the humane virtues is in no 
direction better exhibited than in the improved 
treatment of the insane. Until a very recent 
period, this unfortunate class of persons was 
almost universally either neglected or abused. 
In some countries they were regarded with rev- 
erence, as stricken by the direct hand of God; 
in others, they were regarded as proper subjects 
for the torment of coarse, unfeeling jest, ridi- 
cule, and derision ; and, in others, they were 
imprisoned as social pesta, or even executed as 
crimivals. The religious houses gave a partial 
refuge to lunatics during the medieval ages ; 
and, when these were dissolved, hospitals, popu- 
larly called bediams, were established for their 
reception. The management ia these institu- 
tions was everywhere most deplorable, owing to 
the ignorance and the cruelty of keepers and 
physicians. 

The income of certain hospitals—as of Bethle- 
hem, in London—act proving sufficient to cover 
their expenses, the cus:om of exhibiting the pa- 
tients like wild beastain their dens for the con- 
sideration of a small fee (twopence) came into 
favor. . Farther to increase the funds of the es- 
tablishment convalescing patients were frequent 
ly sent about the streets, labeled with badges on 
their arms, to beg from door to door. They 
were called Tom-o-Bedlams, or “ Bedlam- 
Beggars; and the fare they received at the 
hands of a rough public that could suffer such a 
state of things may be readily imagined. The 
custom of converting lunatics into beggars was 
abolished in 1675; but, in other respects, the 
misery of their condition was scarcely mitigated. 

Asvlums, properly so called, wore not brought 
into being before the beginning of the present 
century. Even in these improved infirmarieas, 
the treatment of patients was for some time 
marked by the old and time-honored barbarity. 
The idea had so long been accepted, that, when 
reason departs from its seat in the mind, it 
leaves the human beieg a mere animal, often- 
times more furious and than the 
wild beast, it was hard to exchange i for 
newer and more intelligent conceptions. De- 
vices of a diabolical nature were contrived, even 
after the dawn of our enlightened century. to 
subdue what was considered to be the evil demon 
raging within the breast of the insane. One of 
t according to Dr. Wynter, was to entice 
the suflerers to walk across a floor that 
suddenly gave way and plunged 
into a cistern of water. in which 
were half-drowned and half-frigbtened to death, 
Avother was to chain them in wells, into which 
water was gradually admitted, subjecting the 
tormented creatures to the horror of watching 
the slow, sure approach of what they supposed te 
be inevitable death. 

In the middle of the last century, 4 circulat 
sewing was much in favor as an instrument of 
discipline. To this monomaniacal and mel- 
ancboly patients were bound in a longitudinal 
position when the desire was to induce sleep. 
and in ao erect position when intestinal action 
was required. The mere ment on of this dreaded 
machine was enough to distract a patient who 
had once suffered its torture. Let it was advised 
by one alievist physician of the day 
that the swing should ve used in the dark in 
hopeless cases, with the accompaniment of 
frightful noises and smells.

INSECTS DESTROYED BY VEGETABLES. 
To a pane of the window before which we 
write, is fastened a dead fly, which lies 
with sprawled wildly, with head bent awry, 
the proboscis thrust out, and the wings standing 
up unvatorally. It has the appearance of hav- 
ing suffered a miserable death,—its members be- 
ing twisted and as though with spasms 
of pain. Examining its body closely, we discover 
that a white mold is growing luxuriantly between 
the rings of the abdomen and on the surface of 
the wings, and that joints of the plant have fall- 
en off upon the window-glass, covering a space 
surrounding the insect of nearly an inch in 
length and a half-inch in width. What is the 
meaning of thesd odd circumstances, and what 
brought the poor fly to its violent death? 
It is a clear case of murder. The fly was con- 
‘sumed by a vegetable, a fungus that ate out its 
vital organs, and is now fattening on its re- 
mains. The fungus is called Empusa Musce, 
and is in the habit of attacking house-flies in 
the autumn. The germs of the plant, floating 
in the air, or lurking in placeé visited by the in- 
sect, settle upon its body, and, finding conge- 
nial soil, take root and develop rapidly. The 
wretched victim, helplessly yielding to the drain 
on its vitality, becomes sluggish, and, when

In this case, the chrysalids might undergo their 
metamorphoses into perfect insects, and present 
the appearance exhibited by these locusts. 

A still more interesting example of the work 


of a fungus upon the body of an insect is cited 


by Dr. Cooke. The specimen, 3 cricket, was 
found under a log in a wood near Newark, Del. 
‘The insect was seen standing very quietly at 
the mouth of its oval cell, which is formed in 
the earth, having a short curved tube to the 
surface. Upon taking it up, it exhibited no 
of movement, though perfectly fresh and 
ifelike in appearance. On examining it next 
morning, it still presented no signs of life. 
Every part of the insect was perfect, not even 
the antenna being broken. Upon feeling it, it 
was very hard and resistant, and, m making an 
incision through the thorax, if exhaled a fun- 
goid odor. The insect had been invaded by a 
parasitic fungus which everywhere filled the ani- 
mal, occupying the position of all the soft tis- 
sue, and extending even to the tarsal joints. 
It formed a yellowish or cream-colored, com- 
mass.” 
Pee ancold growths have been discovered on 
spiders and thousand-legged worms, in the eggs 
of toads and frogs, and on the skins of fish. Goid- 
fish are very liable to attack from this enemy, 
which generally proves destructive. By chang- 
ing the water constantly where the fish are kept, 
the fungus may be extirpated ; but usually it 
finishes ite deadly work in afew weeks, But 
the most curious instance of a fungus flourish- 
ing on the tiving tissues of an animal has been 
remarked in several of the United States, as 
Virginia, Towa, and Missouri. The insect af- 
fected is the larva of the moth Hepialus, com- 
monly called the white-grub. It is often very 
injurious to growing corn and other grains, aod 
is well known to farmers in most parts of the 
country. The grub descends into the earth when 
it has reached maturity, and there passes into 
the chrysalis state. 

Frequently, however, while still above ground, 
spores of @ species of mushroom alight upon 

e insect and take root within the body. As 
the grub goes down into the soil, it bears with it 
the parasitic plant, which now develops rapidly, 
consuming tbe entire inmer substance of the 
animal, and replacing this with its own vegeta- 
ble tissue. Multatudes of the grubs have been 
turned up with the plow in different places, 
showing the plant in various stages of growth. 
The queerest part of it all is, that, after the in- 
sect has been completely eviscerated, it retains 
its original shape and size, thereby presenting 
the strange anomaly of a vegetable worm. in 
color, consistency, and smell, it is a mushroom ; 
while, in form and feature, it is a worm. 

In Iowa, a specimen of this grub was sent to 
the editor of the American Entomologist for 
examination, that had two sprouts growing out 
of its head, one an inch in length, and the other 
one-tenth as long. Many specimens were disin- 
terred along with this, and, in all, sprouts were 
issuing from the same part of the body. When 
these parasites grow undisturbed, they develop 
into an edible mushroom. In China, where two 
species of this iar fangus occur, they are 
prought to market in little bundles of eight, and 
their vermicular origin and aspect detract’ noth- 
ing from their popularity with the Celestials, 
who esteem them particularly as a dressing for 


roast duck. 


CHINESE WHEELBARROW. 

A correspondent of the Gardener’s Chronicle 
dilates upon the ingenuity which the Chinese 
have displayed in the construction of the na- 
tional wheelbarrow. The one large wheel used 
is placed in the centre of the vehicle, so that the 
entire load rests directly upon it. The streets 
of Shanghai are filled with these carriages, 
which ply in the place of hacks and drays. 
Two persons can conveniently ride in one, sit- 
ting on the wooden platform at either side of 
the wheel, resting one arm on a framework 
raised over it, and planting one foot in a stirrup 
of rope. It is by no means uncommon, how- 
ever, to see as many as four persons con- 
veyed, without any particular effort (the 
ground being level), by a setalwart 
Coolie.” Garden and farm-produce and live- 
stock are transported in the same manner. The 
Chinese farmer often wheels his animals instead 
of driving them to market; and a fat, live hog 
lying on each side of the wheel may frequently 
be seen bowling along to the place of sale. 


PEDIGREE OF THE CAMEL. 

Prof. Cope has recently discovered, in his 
study of American paleontology, a number of 
well-determined forms which he regards as the 
progenitors of the camel. No clearly-defined 
genera of the ancestral series of this animal 
have, upto the present time, been found in 
European formations. *“ Until such are discov- 
ered,” says Prof. Cope, there will be much 
ground for supposing thatthe camelsof the 
Old World were derived from American ances- 
tors.

—a trunkful of lying promises to pay a dollar, 

that never will be redeemed while the worki 
stands. 

When these old Continentals were issued, 
which became so worthless in course of time as 
to pass into a proverb, there was this real value 
in them: they were so many tokens of the ter- 
rible struggle through which we had to pass to 
freedom and a new mation, and they 
were signed, as it were, with the people's 
blood, and no man will say they onght not to 
have been issued. But they did not represent 
any other earning or price than this of liberty 
and a new nation. There never was a busbel of 
wheat behind the dollar, or the tenth part of 232 
grains of gold; and, while the nation might 
have redeemed them by the time we got so much 
money in the Treasury that we had to distribute 
a large sum back to the States, the simple fact 
is, the nation did not and would not doit. They 
repudiated the ald promise to pay, and let the 
whole thing go. 

In the War we have passed through, again we 
had to adopt the old plan of promises-to-pay. for 
very much the same reason; to make a dollar- 
greenback, and send it out to sell for what it 
would bring, because we could not help our- 
selves in any other way. It did not rep- 
resent a bushel of wheat at 61. or 
the tenth part of 232 grains of coined gold, or 
any real value bevond that of a National exist- 
ence, which was, to be sure, the highest a dollar 
can bear in our sense; but yesterday we repudi- 
ated again to almost the measure of 15 cents of 
this promise-to-pay, because as yet we are not 
ready, as we think, to make our paper good. 

Well, now, if we go to work to make more pa- 
per, what shall we do witb it? We must either 
make it represe it the bonest worth of a dollar 
in wheat, or in whatever we have to offer in re- 
turn, and so git out of the Treasury in that 
way; or Conyress must say it is worth the 
dollar, and so pur h it into circulation, and let it 
go for what it is worth, through appropriations 
for public works, ete., and face the fact 
that it is sure to find the worth it 
represents and no more,—open the way 
to new évenues of extravagance, which 
can never be touched without the 
waste we had to bear in our War, and were 
giad to bear; and the end of that will be, as 
sure as we live, the old trunk in the garret.

A GOVERNMENT-CURRENCY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cutcaco, Oct. 27.—An objection is urged to 
the plan of a Government-currency, that it will 
lack the quality of elasticity. The objection 
would be good if the currency were to be the 
same volume all the time. This may be obviated 
by the adoption of a low-priced bond, to be in- 
terchangeable between the people and the Gov- 
ernment. This bond should be regulated some- 
thing like the English consol ; that is, it might 
be a little larger than a baak-note, equally port- 
able and convenient to handie, payable to 
bearer on demand. The consol merely 
calls for so much interest at stated 
periods, without any promise to pay the prin- 
cipal. It is a 3 percent only, and to-day con- 
sols are quoted in London at a fraction over 94 
cents in gold. Our bonds are worth more in 
London becanse they paya higher rate of in- 
terest. Our iuterconvertible bond should be so 
arranged that any person daving $50, or any 
multiple of $50, could invest it in the public 
debt free of expense, and with as little trouble 
as possible. When a holder of a bond wishes to 
exchange it for currency, he will do 80, not by 
returning it to the Government, but by 
selling it to some one who wants to 
invest currency in tha public debt. There will 
always be buyers of such a security, just as there 
are now for our bonds. The British consol is 
issued in amounts much less than $50, and is 
always salable at its current value. By the 
adoption of this system, our public debt would 
soon find its way into the hands of the common 
people, instead of ig held abroad at a high 
rate of interest. The debt of England is not 
carried alone by the banks, or the nobility, or 
the wealthier classes; the tradesmen, the great 
middle class, the frugal of every sort, have an 
interest in the public funds, Not so in this 
country. Our debt—somewhbat more than half 
of that of England—is largely owned abroad, 
the payment of the interest on which drains us 
of our coin. The banks, insurance companies, 
large capitalists, and speculators, own the bal- 
ance. No ettempt is made to popularize our 
public debt by making. it accessible in small 
amounts, and transferable without expense. 
Anything of this sort would be opposed by the 
gentlemen of the bank-parlors and the Stock- 

rds; so it will not likely be done for the 
present. 
With this feature of inter-conversion into in- 
terest-bearing bonds, a Government- currency 
would have every element of elasticity which the 
bauk-curreney ever had in this country, with 
this great difference: Every business-man of 
long experience knows that, whenever there has 
been apy indication of depression in our 
finances, the elasticity of our ‘bank-cur- 
rency comes suddenly to an end. In self- 
protection, the banks begin to hoard 
both coin and paper, until a panic is pre- 
cipitated among the people, and they are left 
high and gry on the rock of bankruptcy. In the 
panic of 1873, the banks were not called on to 
redeem their notes in coin ; they had more than 
they could do to get paper for their depositors. 
in times of trouble, the Government would re- 
deem their exchangeable bonds in the currency 
of the country,—something which the banks 
never did and never will do, because, in such a 
trial, they never have what they should have, — 
money to pay their demand-obligations. 

I admit that the present National-Banking law 
1s probably the best that could be devised for 
the regulation of banks. All I ask is, that the 
privilege of issuing paper-money be placed ex- 
elusively in the power of the General Govern- 
ment, the same as the power to coin money. The 
law for regulating banks should remain; it 
will do no harm after the right to issue money is 
taken away from them, and may do some good. 
I would have no faith in the law anshow after 
specie-payments are inaugurated, if the banks 
are to retain the privilege of issuing paper- 
money. Law or no law. a bank cannot redeem 
its notes in coin if it has not got it. In a flour- 
ishing period of trade, when perfect confidence 
and trust prevail, banks of issue do very 
well so long as people do not 
make any demands for coin of them; but, when- 
ever such a time does come, the National Banks 
will go down in the first storm. Nothing will 
save them from their inevitable fate. ile

A mass-mesting of the Republicans of the Six- 
teenth Ward was held last night at 185 
Southport avenue.

Edgar A. Poe has slept in a nameless grave at 
the corner of Fayette and Green streets, in this 
city.

and the curiosity and admiration of those who 
have read his works, it would long since have

THE MONUMENT. 

The first attempt was made by one of the 
poet’s own family. A handsome headstone was 
carved ont forthe green mound in Old West- 
minster Graveyard, but Fate decreed it should 
remain without 8 monument until one worthy of 
the dust it covered should be chiseled. A train 
of cars crashed down the railroad pear which the 
stone was placed. botinced off the track, and 
shattered it to atoms. At length the public-

POE'S CLOSING HOURS. 

The fourteen closing hours of Edgar A. Poe's 
life, about which history has been so 
slanderops, and erroneous, sre fully accoun 
for in"the official record of thig short but fateful 
period of the poet’s life given below. The nar- 
rative is important, not only as the first authen- 
tic account of the poet's which has ever 
appeared in print, but as setting at regt the 
scandalous story that he had been kidnapped by 
political partisans and plied with tiquor until he 
died in the agonies of mania-a-potu. It seems 
that he was on his way from Norfolk to Phila- 
delphia to marry ‘‘ Lenore,” his intended second 
wife, when, as is supposed, he succumbed to an 
overdose of opium, which he bad taken to allay 
the excitement of his very sensitive nervous sys- 
tem. Wandering from the hotel at Baltimore to 
the river-side, he fell asleep on the wharf, was 
recognized by some friends, and conveyed ia 
a state of stupor to the famous Washington 
University Hospital, where, fourteen hours af- 
terwards, he died. The record of this closing 
period of the poet’s life is now preserved to his- 
tory, finding light for the first time in the col- 
umas of the ald thzough the following traa- 
script of memoranda which were made by the 
physician in charge of the hospital at the time 
the unfortunate man was under bis care :

fire undoub originated, 
and probably arose from the furnace connecied 
with the boiler, which was situated in the rear 
part of the basement. The flames quickly 
epiead throughout the whole of the rear portion 
of the block. The woodwork of the whole 
structure was cid and exposed, the upper floors 
being unfinished so far as the walls and ceilings 
were concerned, and the fire therefore had full 
play, and the mass of flame which lit up the sky 


for miles around made ra progrese, and too« 
but little time to destroy the w interior and 
nearly all contained in it. 

The well-directed efforts of the firemen had 
the effect of 

PREVENTING THE SPREAD OF THE FIRE 
to the adjoining old wooden shells on the south 
gide of the burned building and the fine four- 
story brick block of P., F. W. Gates on the north 
side. In an hour after the fire broke outit was 
subdued, and only the brick walls left standing. 

After the great fire of 1871, the Welch Block 
was occupied by many business-men, including 
lawyers, doctors, printers, dry-goods merchante, 
grocerymen, and others. It was from there A. 
N. Kellogg supplied nis patent insides after his 
establishment was destroyed; the Hotel Re- 
porter was printed on the second floor, and 
other enterprises conducted during the business 
excitement following the great fire of the age. 

MR. DAVISON, 
a partner of Mr. Weich, was present at the fire 
last night, and stated to a Taisunz reporter 
that the block was valued at $30,000, and there 
was ap insurance of $20,000 upon it, in ten dif- 
fereut companies, in amounts of $2,000 in each, 
bat he was unable to give the names of the com- 
panies or the agents who represented them. 
Tbe building was constructed about ten years 
ago. The total loss upon it will be about 
$10,000, accordiog te a burried estimate. The 
large engine, furnace, and boiler in the base- 
ment was also the property of Mr. Welch, and 
was entirely destroyed. 

OTHER LOSSES. 

The Lakeside Laundry, J. C. Sheldon pro- 
prietor, occupied the entire of the second floor 
of the block, and about thirty women were em- 
ployed in it. Mr. Sheidon estimated bis laundry 
fixtures and stock at $4,000, and has insurance 
policies of $1,000 each in the Lycoming of 
Pennsylvania, and the Citizens’ of St. Louis. A 
large quantity of finished and unfinished wasb- 
ing was on hand, and the numerous patrons of 
the establishment, which was one of the most 
extensive in the city, will have to forego their 
clean shirts tor Sunday or buy new oves. 

The Whitney Manafactaring Company occu- 
pied the third floor in the manufacture of car- 
raige-wheels, sud suffered a loss amounting (es- 
timated) to about $3,000. A number of men 
were employed by the Company. No one repre- 
senting the business dould be found, and, there- 
fore, the insurance, 1f any, was not learned. 

The first floor of No. 63 was occupied by C. 
Kaestner & Co., as a mill-furnishing establish- 
ment. As none of the gentiemen owning the 
stock were present, its value could not be ascer- 
tained, but it was reported at $4,000, and fully 
insured. Some mill machinery in the back part 
of the store wae entirely destroyed, while the 
mill-stones and portable mills in front were un- 
— 1 The loss wil! reach about $1,500 or 

2,000. 

Tbe fourth floor was used as u last factory by 
Ingraham 4 Co., who had a large quantity of 
material and fiuished work destroyed. Their 
loss is estimated at $3,000, and insurance not 
known, but reported ample. Ten or fifteen men 
were employed by the firm. 

W. F. Noye 4 Son occupied the store of No. 
65 as a mill-turuishing piace, similar to that of 
Kaestner’s. Their loss was estimated at about 
$1,500. The stock was valued at $4,000, and was 
fully insured. 

Some of the adjoining property was slightly 
damaged by water, but no serious loss resulted.

THE TURKISH BOND EXOFTEMENS LN THE LONDON 

MON EY-MARKET. 
Philadeiphia Press, 

Loxpox, Oct: 9.—The scene on Change yes- 
terday is described as exceedingly exciting. A 
resistless panic took possession of the whole 
market. . Turkish securities fell with appall- 
ing rapidity. Nothing, indeed, stood firm 
but t Massachusetts loan, which was 
all taken in a moment, and if it had 
been larger it would bave been likewise in- 
stantly absorbed. The Turkish and Egyptian 
stocks were for a time unsalable. Then came 
a reaction, which was followed by anather 
collapse. The corm market has been 
steadily rising, which is a very good 
indication for the United States. The 
money article of the Times tries to stop the 
panic; the other papers of this morning (Satur- 
day) go so far as to demand the interference of 
the Governments of Europe in regard to Turkey. 
It is clear that something must be done at once. 
Nothing, in fact, but the known designs of Rus- 
sia against the Ottoman Porte, would prevent 
such a partition of the Turkish Empire as would 
close out her constant drafts upon European 
capital and confidence. 

HOW TURKEY HAS BECOME EMBARRASSED. 
London Times. 

The main cause of the embarrassment is the 
ease with which Turkey has been able to borrow 
money. Her expenditure was comparatively 
small before the Crimean War, because she was 
then content with a form of government which, 
if very bad, was also very cheap. No Ottoman 
Minister then thought of public works. 
The cost of police was as trivial as the institu- 
tion iteelf. The army was small, badly 
fed, poorly clothed, irregularly paid, and there- 
fore far from costly. The enormous expense of 
ironclada still lay in the future. The Porte was, 
of course, in a state of financial embarrassment, 
but it resorted only to the rude expedients of de- 

the coin and issuing an inconvertible 

paper currency. The revenue vas 60 
small that it imperiously checked the ex- 
travagance of the Palace. But everything was 
changed as if my magic when Turkey entered 
into the community of European nations, when 
the Great Powers encouraged her to develop her 
resources, and when she found how much more 
easy it was to negotiate loaus than to raise 
taxes. Herexpenditure then mounted swiftly, 
and the waste has been reckless. As fast asone 
loan was spent another was raised, and there 
have been no fewer than fourteen in 
about twenty years. The modest demand for 
£3,000,000, with which she began in 1854, had 
grown in 1865 to a call for £36,000,000, and last 
year her nécessities impelled her to ask for £40,- 
000,000. Thus she has piled up a debt of more 
thon. £180,000,000 in twenty years, and ahe has to 
spend nearly half her revenue in paying her 
creditors. As the riches of her soil are un 
veloped, even that enormous debt might 
not cause much misgiving if most of 
it had been applied productively; bunt 
little has deen done either to con- 
struct railways or open mines. Each loan has 
been used to build irenclads which are worse 
than uselesa, to supply the means of rietous 
waste and to pay the creditors of the Empire. 
The Porte, in fact, has been systematically living 
beyond its means, borrowing money everv- 
where to gratify its extravagance, and then 
borrowing again to pay the interest on the loans 
already raised.. As fast as one amount has be- 
come due, another has been borrowed to pay for 
the first. Such advances could be obtained only 
at a very high rate of interest, and thus the real 
sums obtained by Turkey bave been far less than 
those she has promised to pay. Still, she has 
obtained an enormous sum, and by far the 
greater part of it is represented by nothing 
whatever, It is as clean gone as if it had been 
flung into the sea.

THE SALMON-TROUT AND WHITE- 
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| being easily and safely transported, experiments 


of their introduction to barren waters are as fre- 
quently made with the impregnated spawn as 
with the young fry. This branch of pieciculture 

been rewarded with singularly successful 
results. Numbers of restocked inland waters 
which had been run down now teem with these 
fish. This season about 1,000,000 salmon-tront 
in eggs and the same number of young fish, and 
over 1,000;000 whitefish eggs and about 500,000 
young whitefish, whose transportation is an ex- 
ceedingly difficult matter, have been distributed. 
The batching and distributing of the eggs of 
these fish occupies the late winter and the dis- 
tributing of the young fish is accomplished in 
the early spring, and is over iu time to allow the 
beginning of shad-culture. 

One of the most interesting experiments yet 
ventured upon by the pisciculturists, and which, 
if successful, will remove the obligation which 
the Pacific Ocean owes the Atlantic for shad, 
22 securing and hatching last fall of 180, 

CALIFORNIA SALMON EGGS, 
the fry being distributed to our waters this sea- 
son. It has long been the opinion of erperts 
that the Eastern salmon had never inhabited any 
of the rivers of the Atlantic seaboard, west 
and south of the Connecticut River; but it is ex- 
pected that, as the California salmon will en- 
dure a much higher temperature of water than 
his Eastern cousin, the more southerly rivers 
may be stocked with the Pacific fish This 
season 100,000 more eggs were secured, opera- 
tions op a large scale being postponed until the 
success of the experiment is determined. The 
California salmon is a hardy fish, is easily 
handled, and isa very rapid grower. Those 
which have been hatchedand keptin confine- 
ment give evidences of ther superiority 
over the home fish. Its flesh is by 
man connoisseurs considered equal to that of 
the Atlantic salmon, though if must be con- 
feseed that the insipid slice of the refrigerated 
fish which has traveled a solidly congealed body 
across the continent to be served up on an East- 
ero restaurant table, has created a prejudice 
against it which it will be the province of the 
acclimated foreigners to dispel at their earliest 
convenience. It is fully expected that the ex- 
periment of their introduction will be a success, 
but it will be two, probably three, years before 
the result will be known with certainty. Hith- 
erto the effort of the State Pisciculturists have 
been solely directed to the cultivation of such 
fish as would most readily and abuudantly yield 
& reward in the substantial shape of good, 
solid food, and they have avoided oper- 
ations which might seem to be for the advantage 
of the angler rather than for the consumer of 
fish. Hence, though the fact was apparent that 
thousands of lakes and streams in the country 
which had once teemed with brook trout are now 
utterly depleted, they gave the subject no atten- 
tion until the more serious business had been 
disposed of. Last vear, however, having de- 
cided that the time had come when they could 
engage in trout-culture without feeling that they 
were sacrificing the public weal to 

THE SPORTING INTEREST, 
they applied to the Legislature and obtained 
from it the authority to begin operations in this 
new branch of their work, and an appropriation 
of $14,000 for the building of a trout-hatching 
establishment. That appropriation, under the 
rules of the Treasury Department, is not 
available for cash until next spring; but 
as the Legisisture had clearly indicated 
its purpose that tne Commissioners should en- 
gage in trout-culture, and as these operations in 
this branch of their work are conducted in the 
fall and throughout the entire winter, they have 
leased for the winter, with the privilege of pur- 
chasing it in the spring, when the appropriated 
moneys are at their disposal, the place on Cale- 
donia Brook, which was formerly the property of 
Seth Green, but which he sold some years ago. 
It is claimed that this is unaoubtedly the finest 
place for trout-culture in the world. It will, 
practically, cost the amount of the appropriation, 
the price to be paid being $13,000, while inci- 
dental expenses will consume the balance. For 
this sum the Commissioners will have an estab- 
hshment completely stocked, and in thorough 
working order, in which they will hatch this 
year all the trout that are called for throughout 
the entire State. They will distribute impreg- 
nated eggs where the parties ordering them will 
themselves superintend the hatching. 
THE GRAYLING, 
which, until the year 1873 (when it was discov- 
eréd in the streams of Northern Michigan), was 
not supposed to exist in the United States, is be- 
ing experimented with by the State Piscicultur- 
ists. Seventy odd mature graylings, which were 
brought by Seth Green to Caledonia in 1874, 
have thriven well since mingling in the ponds 
with the brook-trout and partaking of the same 
food. Ope hundred and six eggs which were 
also brought were successfully hatched, and the 
young grayling have done well in the waters in 
which they have since been confined. It is 
doubtful, however, that the grayling will ever 
seriously attract the attention of the piscicultur- 
ist, as it is more delicate and difficult to raise than 
the brook-trout, and does not seem to possess 
any advantage over it. The only special advan- 
tage it possesses is the sporting one that it 
spawns ata different time to the brook-tront, 
and is thus in good order in the fall of the year 
when that fish is unfit to be taken. In view of 
these facts the verdict of the pisciculturist is 
that the experiment of cultivating the grayling 
is not of sufficient importance to justify its con- 
tiuuance. N 
{HE BLUE-BACKED TROUT 

is another fish which bas but recently received 
the attention of the Commussioners. Although 
it is called a trout, it does not really belong to 
the trout family, but rather to the char tribe, 
and af its flesh is not very estimable, it is proba- 
ble that the expeziment which the Commission- 
ers made with 4,000 eggs in 1874, which were suc- 
cessfully hatched out, will not be repeated. 

Tne accidental discovery in 1874, by Mr. Seth 
Green, of the fact that the striped bass was as 
easy a fish to raise artificially as the shad, open- 
ed np anew branch of industry to the piscicul- 
turists. These, which are among the finest of 
our migratosy fish, belong to the perch tribe, 
differing from them only in the fact that their 
eves are not encased in the mucous covering 
which renders impracticable the artificial hatch- 
ing of eggs of other members of the family. The 
habits of this fish have not yet been ascertained 
with certainty; the quesfion of whether they 
spawn in salt or fresh Her, or in either one, 
being still unsettled. However this may be, the 
fact that from one female caught some 500,000 
eges were extracted and successfully hatched 
gives the promise that the caltivation of the 
striped bass, which is beginning to show the 
effect of persistent fishing for so many years, 
will be one of the most important branches of 
the pieciculturiste’ work. 

As will be seen by what is above written, the 
labors of our State pisciculturists have been as 
suctessful this season as in any previous seasons. 
both in the matter of the culture of native 
fishes and the acclimatization of foreign fisb of 
recognized merit. And yet it is safe to say that 
THE SUCCESS OF THE COMMISSIONERS OF FISHERIES 
is not what it should be, or, more explicitly 
speaking, what they would make it if their ef- 
forts were seconded by those most interested ia 
their success, the fishermen themselves, Not- 
withstanding the large number of ova which are 
distributed annually, the salmon-trout are being 
run down by overfiahing, the favorite instru- 
ment of the fisherman being one known 
as the pound-net. This 1s a contrivance 
which serves as an obstruction to the 
fishes’ entering a locality which their 
instinct induces them to seek either in search of 
food or for the purpose of spawning. It is so 
arranged as to compel the fish to pass round the 
outer ead of the net or wing. following along 
which they cre led to the pound or bow! at the 
extremity, which is so constructed that the fish 
who enters it cannot get out again. Thé num- 
bers of fish of all kin 


oe oon depleting Been own. pq years 
giuce were s number ot rivers in thern

NOT A SALMON TO BE FOUND. 

The Commissioners two years ago had these 
rivers examined, and found they all bad from 
ten to seventeen dams acrossthem. The idea 
of creating ways to Overcome these 
obstructions was -mooted; but it was 
found, on G&lciilation, that they would 
be too expensive, and so thousands of acres of 
waters which once were prolitic of the most suc- 
culent of human food are now barren. There 
are two other’ systems of destroying fish which 
are even more wanton than the pound-net, but 
they have been emp!dyed during tue present 
reason only to a limited extent. The first of 
these 1s the explosion of giant-powder in the 
water, which not only inel big and little ieh 
in a common destruction, but destrova within 
the limit of its effect all that the fish lives on. 
Another system is the poisoning fish waters with 
lime and other poisons, but there have been no 
eases discovered this year of an employment of 
these agencies. 

Should the Legislature ‘establish a weekly 
close time for the benefit of the shad and 
abolish pound-nets for the benefit of the salmon- 
trout and white fish, the Fishery Commissioners 
of New York could, without increased expense 
of consequence, inéréase the benefit of their 
operations tenfold or more. 
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OUR LITTLE BALLET-GIRL, 
Clara Norris’ Story. 
New York Graphic. 

She appeared suddenly in our midst one morn- 
ing, at rehearsal, as the latest addition to the 
ballet—a weil-grown girl of 15, with a 
swarthy complexion, pretty features, and a pair 
ot eyes squirrel-like in their quickness, black- 
nese, and brilliancy. Feeling sorry for her lone- 
liness and shabbiness, I took occasion to speak 
to her, and before the rehearsal was over I was 
in possession of various items of information 
concerning the new ballet-girl. Her name was 
Semantha; she lived up by the market-place ; 
her mother did not do much of anything—I 
learned later that her mother was a steady and 
indefatigable drinker of whisky—she had a step- 
father; aud he worked in a tombstone yard.“ 
She badu't done . herself yet except 
fetch things, but shed “seen the show 
lots of times from the gallery, — 
and she wanted to be a “big 
herself some day—did I think she ever could be 
one? Now, though Semantha had in that first 
conversation let slip such words as hern and 
hien, though it was painfully evident 
that a judicious application of soap aud 
water to her pretty face would lighten her 
pwarthiness by several shades, yet when she put 
that sudden question to me touching the possi- 
bility of her ever being a big actor, sometbing— 
perhaps it was the keen intelligence in her eyes, 
or her bright, quick way of speaking—eomething 
made me answer unhesitatingly and quite honest- 
ly, “Yes, Semantha, I thiok you'll make an 
actress.” I was quite honest then—I am quite 
honest now—when I say I believe the profession 
lost a possible ornament when poor Seman- 
tha fell by the wayside. 

In two or three weeks the new ballet-girl had 
made herself quite a favorite with us all. She 
was very observant, and a clever mimic, and 
would imitate us to our very faces without the 
slightest consciousness of her rudeness in so do- 
ing. Good-natured and obliging to a degree, 
ever ready to carry a troublesomely long train, 
run for hair-pins, troches, or forgotten handker- 
chiefs, willingly serving us in . ways, it was 
not strange that in return we should aid her in 
conquering her natural antipathy to soap and 
water, or that we should bribe her with gifts of 
stage finery to abandon the use of those favorite 
words of hers, Aer’n and his’n, so that at the end 
of three weeks Semantha, much changed in ap- 
pearance for the better, could sing clear and loud 
in choruses, take the right cue for coming on or 
going off the stage, and had even spoken one or 
two speeches successfully, and so proved herself 
a very valuable addition to our ballet. 

About this time we discovered that Semantha 
did not walk home alone nights, but was waited 
for by a huiking young fellow with a face evil 
enough to make us anxious for the girl going 
home under such protection to a mother who 
drank. This wasin December. On Christmas- 
Day there was a great giving and accepting of 
presents among the ladies. Every one wore a 
bright face except Semantha. She looked, not 
only disappointed but decidedly cross. Four or 
five times before I was dressed for the first act 
she hurriedly entered my room and as burriedly 
ran out again. Finally, losing patience, I re- 
quested her either to stay in or out, as she was 
half-freezing me N the door so often; 
whereupon, there being but one chair in the 
room, Semantha sat herself dowu among the 
slippers on the floor and cried. I tried te com- 
fort her, and begged her to tell me what was 
the matter, and, finally, with tears and 
sobs, she told me how had brought 
me a present, but when she came to my room to 
give it to me she had seen the other gifts, so 
much finer and prettier than hers, that she was 
ashamed, and now I should never see it. She 
had no Money to buy anything else with, and 
she did so want to give me something; and then 
she broke dawn aud cried harder than ever. 
With one armsbout her neck and a powder-puff 
in the otner hand, I thanked her for her remem- 
brance and coaxed her with kisses to let me have 
the present. So, after making me promise on 
my word of honor not to langh, Semantha drew 
from her pocket an inch-long piece of marbie 
fashioned like a Bible, and laid it in my hand. 
Her stepfather in the tombstone yard had made 
it for her, and that was the poor child’s Christ- 
mas offering. 

Just after the holidays we all noticed a great 
change in Semantha, There was no more mimic- 
ry, no funny criticisms, but instead frequent 
and passionate bursts of tears. In vain we 
questioned her, she would tell us nothing, until 
one night she came to the theatre, and, with 
swollen eyelids and quivering lips, packed up 
her poor bite of wardrobe, her powder-box and 
pinch of carmine (she had not arrived at the 
dignity of using French rouge yet)—every thing, 
even to the piece of burnt cork with which she 
had sometimes disfigured her pretty brows—tied 
all up in a bundle, saying she was going to leave, 
and turning to me With a pitiful little smile on 
her lips, added: 1 guess I shan’t be a big actor 
after all. In answer to my entreaties she told 
me hurriedly and confusediy that her Charlie 
(the buiking escort) had been sent to State 
prison for ever so long, and thet sbe was going 
to follow, so as to be near ahd visit him. She 
should remain, work out,” till her Charlie's 
time was up, and then they would go far away 
together. A burried good-by was said, and she 
was gone, out into the darkness of the night, 
alone,—a poor, little, 15-year-ola unfortunate, 
leaving her bright hopes behind her,—to follow 
her worthless love to his prison. 

Months passed before we beard a word of her, 
and then the pews was sad. Semantha had ob- 
tained a situation ; had worked hard and faith- 
fully; a miserable little 4 bad come and gone, 
she had lost her place, she had been in the hos- 
pital; and that was all that we could learn of 
our bright-eyed, clever little ballet girl.

THE SCHOOLS. 


The Bible Question Comes up for 
Consideration. 


Long Document from the Farwell Hall 
Committee. 


After a Brief Debate, It Is Referred to 
the Committee on Rules, 


Organization of the Division and Olea ver 
Street Primary. 


The Number of Grades Cut Down to 
Ten. 


Aregular meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion was held last evening, President Richberg in 
the chair, and present: Inspectors Binthardt, 
Clarke, Covert, English, Hoyne, Oleson, Olin- 
per, Reed, Schoeninger, Smith, Sullivan, Welch, 
Wilce. 

THE NORTH CHICAGO HEBREW SOCIETY 
in a communication asked the privilege of wor- 
shiping in oae of the rooms of the Ogden 
School. 

Mr. Smith deprecated the introduction of any 
such subject into the Board, and wanted the 
communication referred to a committee. 

Mr. Oleson didn't want the subject considered 
at all, and moved that the communication be 
placed on file, 

A proposition made by Me. Schoeninger, and 
indorsed by Mr. Welch, was to the effect that 
the congregation be allowed to occupy a room in 
a building rented by the Board, but not used for 
school purposes. 

Mr. English wanted the matter referred toa 
committee because he desired to see where the 
action proposed would end. There were, he 


said, a body of ignorant and benighted people in . 


the city who were blind enough in their faith 
to wish to impart instruction supplementary to 
that given in the schools, and the speaker wish- 
ed to see how they would be received if they 


asked for the use of the school-room on Satur- 
days to give such religious instruction to the 
children of their faith as they deemed proper. 
By all means he would have the communication 
referred and see what would come of the idea if 


carried out. 
The communication was referred to the Com- 


mittees on Buildings and Grounds and the Com- 
mittee on the Ogden School, jointly. 
THE BIBLE LN THE SCHOOLS, 
The Secretary read the following communica- 


tion: 

The undersigned have been appointed a Commit 
tee by a public meeting, held at Farwell Hall, on the 
10th of October, to present to your Honorable body 
their protest against your late action in repealing the 
rule, which has been in force in the common schools 
in Chicago from their earliest organization, requiring 
the reading of a portion of the Bible each day at the 
opening of the schools. 

We are the more euco to hope for the on- 
sideration of your action for the reason that it was 
taken, a8 wo are ad without any 
petition therefor, snd without eny discussion 
of us propriety. The rule was established 
and has been mdintamed aa the recognition of the 
basis of American civilization, The Pilgrim Fathers, 
who first enunciated and embodied in their form of 
government the vital principle of free government 
tus right of the governed to choose their governor, 
which underlies and animates our free institutions, 
and which has raised us as u vation to our present po- 
sition of prosperity and power, established and culti- 
vated a civilization founded upon the great moral pre- 
eepts taught in the Bible. 

That such s form of government as ours can only 
be maintained by a people enlightened by education, 
guided and controlled by the highest principles of 
morality, was the conviction of those great and good 
men by whose devotion and wisdom our institutions 
were founded, admits of no denial, So deeply were 
they impressed with this sentiment that Virginia, in 
ceding her jurisdiction over the Northwest Territory 
to Congress, declared, as one of the articles of com- 
pact, forever to remain unalterable, unless by common 
eonsent, in Art. 3 of the ordinance of 1737, mat Re- 
ligion, morality, and knowledge being necessary to 
good government and the happiness of mankind, 
schools and the means of education shall forever be 
encouraged.” y ed mere intellectual cul- 
ture, useless controlled by moral principle, as liable to 
become a curse instead of a biessing. Hence, while 
requiring the encouragement of schools, they declared 
morality to be essential to good government, and im- 

liedly required it to be taught the schools ; and 
— as the Christian religion was the only recog- 
nized religion in the country, and which they also de- 
clared to be essential to good government, it was the 
morality taught inthe Christian Bible which they 
had in view, and the teaching of which they made a 
condition of ceding jurisdiction over this State and 
the whole Northwest. 

The civilization of this country is not that of Con- 
fucius, the Veda, or pagan Rome, nor is it the civiliza- 
tion of the philosophy of Greece, or of modern times. 
It ts a Christian civilization,—a civilization founded on 
the moral principles of the Bible, All we are, and all 
we boast of as u people, we owe to the moral teaching 
of the Bible, whicn embodies the only system of ethics 
calculated to elevate and purify a people. Those na- 
tions which have most faithfully practiced ite precepts 
have become the purest, most prosperous, and happy 
of any other. Whatever of civilization and culture 
the enemies of the Bible possess, they owe to and have 
acquired from its teachings and influence. Our com- 
mon schools and higher institutions of learning were 
established and nurtured by men who drew their in- 
epiration from the Bible, If, then, our institutions 
aud civilization, of which we so much boast, are the 
offspring of the teachings of the Bible, shall we forbid 
ite reading in our public schools? Shall we lay a ban 
upon it by excluding it from our public schools, as 
a book unfit to be read in the presence of our children? 
Is it not an insult to our fathers, a violation of our 
compact with Virginia, an act giving countenance to 
the impression that morality is no longer worthy to be 
revered or practiced by our children? 

The power to train the people in the use of arms, as 
a means of national defense, is undoubted. The con- 
finement of criminals in reformatory institutions 1s 
conceded by all. The power and duty of a nation to 
train its subjects in the principles and practice of 
moral virtue, so far as is requisite to make good citi- 
rens, i4 as clear and imperatively demanded, Without 
the exercise of this duty no Government founded upon 
universal suffrage can long survive, The results of 
the assaults upon our system of morais and civiliza- 
tion which its opponents have waged for some years 
past are seen in a weakening of the public conscience, 
the prevalence of crime, the defiant scouting of those 
social and moral laws on which society and govern- 
ment rests, They furnish no encouragement to you 
to give them countenance, by exclu the teaching 
toour children of those principles and commands 
which condemn euch doctrines and ctices. 
Who has made this demand upon you? What code of 
morals is proposed as a substitute? it as we 
may, the painful truth is manifest that the fiercest 
cry for some act of condemnation and contempt of the 
Bidle, and its moral teachings, comes from those wio 
deny ite authority and reject its morals, 

To yield to such a demand from such sources is to 
give to the advocates of such license official and moral 
support. Is it possible that this ean be justified on 
the — that it is demanded by public sentiment. If 
80, bitter end is near. It is said that many who 
contribute to the sup of the public schools object 
to the reading of the Bible in the schools because they 
distrust some or all of its historical facts: and others 
because it is not accompanied by in ons to 
suit their particular faith, One answer is sufficient 
for all these objectors. This is a Christian country. 
Ours is a Christian civilization, Our institutions and 
system of morals are based upon the Bible and its 
teac Our democracy is founded on the teach- 
inys of Christ. Neither those ‘who have chosen 
to flee from the o ons of the land of their birth, 
to partake of the blessings of our Christian civiliza- 
tion, nor those who have sought our country to share 
with us the patrimony of our fathers, have any t 
to demand that we ehall change or modify our institn- 
tions, our moral or social principles, laws or habzste, 
and conform them to those born and cultured under a 
different form of government, and substitute for them 
another system of civilization. 

The laws, civil and moral, to which we yield obedi- 
ence, they are bound to respect and obey so long as 
sustained by @ majority of the population, None of 
these last objectors dare yet to question the m of 
morals taught in the Scriptures, All civilized peoples 
Prey — that system as the purest and bighest, and 
the Bible as its authoritative text-book. y, then, 
can se Pade any show of reason demand that their and 
our children should not be taught in its moral precepts? 

In discharging the duties intrusted to us we have 
endeavored toconvey to you an expression of the 
Wishes of a large number of the citizens of Chicago, 
and to pregent to your consideration some arguments 
which seem to us conclusive against your late action. 
It is not necessary for us to enlarge on the question 
of public sentiment. Enough has been done 1 
the past few weeks to sssurd vou that the people o 
Chicago love the Bible, aud that they would regard 
its banishment from the schools as a public calamity. 

In traming an argument for your consideration we 
have not unnatufaily been led to raise. the inquiry, 
why it was that you took the action referred to. It is 
possible that the members of your Board who voted 
with the majority were unfavorably

Tun MINDS OF A MAJORITY 
of the Board were undoubtedly made up. 

Mr. Clarke added, as an amendment, that the 
Committee be instructed to report a rule that the 
schools be opened with reading such passages 
from the Psalms and Proverbs as the Principale 
might select. 

Mr. Clarke said that he was in Canada when 
the action of the Board was taken, and first 
learned of it from startling héad-lines announc- 
ing thas the Bible had been torown out of the 
public schools of Chicago.

RESTRICTION OF BIBLE READING 

to such portions as could be accepted by all be- 
liefs. He would not be willing to press any 
form of worship on people who did not believe 
in it, but there were very few people in Chicago, 
or any other city, who did not believe in a God. 
The action just taken went to the extent of 
making the schools of Chicago Godless schools, 
and that the speaker was very strongly ——— 
to, as not in consonance with the spirit the 
people. There was not, he said, in the whole 
city a church of any kind, high or low, where 
some portion of the Bible was not used. The 
action of the Board went too far, and he thought 
it not too much to ask for a reconsideration. 

Mr. Smith did not favor discussing the subject 
at that time, He believed it due to the high 
character of the people who had presented the 
communication that it be referred and carefully 
considered, He moved to lay Mr. Clarke's 
amendment on the table. , 

Carried, and the Board then voted to refer 
the communication to the Committee on Rules 
and Regulations, but refused to inatruct them to 
report at the next meetiog. 

MISCELLANEOUS, 

The bond of Mr. Chase, School Agent, for 
$100,000, was presented, and, on motion of Mr. 
Oleson, was referred to the Committee on Judi- 
ciary and the attorney for the Board.

SUPT. PICKARD 
read the following communication : 

To the Board of Education; In pre for the 
opening of the new school at the corner of Cleavér 
and Division streeta, I have found that a line running 
one block south of Division street as far east as Ash- 
land avenne, and thence south to Augusta street, and 
east to the river on Augusta street, will re- 
lieve the Wels of about 400 pupils, and will not in- 
commode any pupils thus removed.

W. H. EASTMAN TURNS UP. 

Probably the most dangerous and fraudulent 
of all the bogus insurance agencies in this city— 
and there are many of them—up to a week or 
two ago was the CiBcazo Insurance Agency As- 
sociation. While most of the other bogus firms 
transact their business through third parties, 
this concern carried on its nefarious transactions 
personally and quite openly. The officers of the 
institution claimed to represent a most legitimate 
Company, and in confirmation thereof showed a 
charter, which was undoubtedly obtained in 
some fraudulent manner. The Secretary and 
Manager of this institution, Mr. W. H. Eastman, 
a shrewd, able rascal, publisued a small paper 
called the Jisurance ter, which was de- 
voted entirely to the pufling up the snide com- 
panies represented by him and the fraudulent 
character of which has previously been shown 
up in this paper.

A WORD ABOUT THAT TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Trioune : 

Cuicaao, Oct 29.—A St. Louis correspondent 
in your issue to-day indulges in nearly a column 
of grief over what certainly seems to be imag- 
inary public disappointment in the construction 
and management of the Mississippi River 
bridge. As he concludes bis communication 
with ‘shat is a repetition of the editorial indigua- 
tion of the St. Louis Evening Journal, exhibited 
on the occasion of the refusal of the Bridge 
Company to permit the Atlantic & Pacific Tele- 
graph Company to string wires on the railing of 
the bridge, one is led to conclude that that 
grievance is atthe bottom of so much writic 
about monopolies. I pass over the genera 
charges, which may or may not be well founded, 
and notice the telegraph charge. He says: 

Its recent action in refusing to permit the Atlantic 
& Pacific Telegraph Company to pass its wires over 
the bridge is severely criticised, and is cited as an 
evidence that, in addition to being sa monopoly, it 
is in league with other corporations equally 
and selfish, After the Atlantic & Pacific 
deen placed on the bridge, they were forcibi 
down by the bridge authorities, thus def 
efforts to secure cheap telegraphic rates, and con- 
signing St. Louis to the mercy of the Western Union 
monopoly. 

The Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company 
attempted to force ite wires on the bridge with- 
out first baviog obtained permission from the 
Bridge Company, as did the Western Union Teil- 
egraph Company. The latter pays a large sum 
aunually for the privilege,—a privilege which 
the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company 
sought to secure by force and without cost. 1 
do not propose to pass upon the question of 
rigbt involved in the act of the Bridge Company 
in requiring the Western Union Telegraph Som 
pany to pay for the privilege of passingits wires 
over the bridge; but, having taken compensation 
therefor from that Company, it could not well 
give equal facilities to a competing company 
without compensation. This is a proposition 
that will be maintained in every department of 
business. Without knowing any one connected 
with the Bridge Company, I venture the state- 

that the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph 
Company can obtain permission to stretch its 
wires over the bridge by agreeing to pay the 
same compensation asis paid by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. 

But the refusal of the Bridge Company does 
not prevent the Atlantie & Pacific Company from 
connecting with St. Louis, as one would infer 
from the Journals article. The same method 
employed by the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany for years could be readily adopted, viz.: the 
use of a cable—thus solacing the

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 


In a recent letter from London to the New 
York Tribune, ex-Secretary McCulloch thus 
speaks of the National-Bank system and its ben- 


efits to business: 

The National Banks are largely composed of the old 
State banks, simply reorganized with the same stock- 
holders and under the same managers, but with a cir- 
culation of uniform value throughout the length and 
breadth of the land—a circulation which is so well se- 
cured that, if the United States notes were out of the 
way, there would not be a single dollar in paper money 
in circulation in the United States pot protected by 
more than the equivalent of a dollar in coin. deposited 
in the Government Treasury. Deposits in banks are 
made for the convenience of depositors, who usually 
receive a consideration for them. These the Govern- 
ment does not undertake to protect, except so far as 
the requirements of the law and frequent examina- 
tions may protect them ; but it has undertaken to pro- 
vide, and it has provided by the National- Banking sys- 
tem, that all bank notes in circulation shall be secured 
to the holders beyond a reasonable, if not possible, con- 
tingency. I claim no share in the credit of the pa- 
ternity of the National-Banking system. The only 
lobbying that I wes ever guilty of—and of that I am 
heartily ashamed—was in opposition to it. I was then 
at the head of the Bank of the State of Indiana, a 
large and profitable institution, under the 
ment of tried and able men, which I knew to be sound 
to the core, and which I foresaw must go into liquida- 
tion or surrender ite privilege of issuing two dollars 
for one on its capital, if the new banking system went 
into operation.

THE FULLER MURDER TRIAL.

Granp Haven, Mich., Oct. 29.—In the trial of 
Melvin Fuller the verdict is not guilty. It is an 
unpopular verdict, and young Fuller would not 
be safe if released. He is held to answer the 
charge of tearing up a railroad track. 

John H. Fuller was to-day sentenced to con- 
finement with hard labor for life and taken to 
Jackson. The second murderer is thought to be 
John 8. Wilson, aod great dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed that no complaint is to be made against 
him.

Grand Haven, Mich., Oct. 28.—The great ex- 
citement prevailing in the Cities of Grand 
Haven and Holland, and, indeed, this whole 
section of Michigan, has been the trial, in the 
Circuit Court in this city, of Melvin C. Fuller, 
charged with the murder of Nelson Pound, on 
the Sth day of June last, at Pine Creek Bay, 
near Holland. The case was called last 
Wednesday, and has lasted until this 
(Thursday) afternoon. The case is one 
of such peculiar interest that I have deemed 
that a full account in the columns of Tux Ta- 
UNE might interest your many readers through- 


out this seetion of Michigan. 

Wilson Pound was an eccentric old bachelor, 
living between the farm of the Fullers and the 
Michigan Lake Shore Railroad track. He lived 
alone, was miserly and filthy in his habite, and 
carried money concealed about his person in 
cousiderable sums. 

in 1871, a passenger-train was thrown from 
the track near the Fuller farm; and in two 
years afterwards, Jobn H. Fuller and his sda, 
Melvin C., were arrested for tearing up the rails. 
On the examination in this city. Wilson Pond, 
was a most damaging witness inst them, and 
they were held to answer the — in the Cir- 
cuit Court. The Fullers mentioned to several 
their wish that Pond was out of the way.” 
June 5, they induced Pond to go fishing with 
them, and their hired man, John S. Watson, 
Watson says he knew nothing of their design; 
but it appears that he had talked about Pound's 
money, and was interested in putting him out 
of the way.“ It seems the desigu of the Fullers 
that Pound should last be seen in company with 
Watson. They sent Watson with the team to 
take Pound and the fishing-tackle to Pine Creek 
Bay, while they went by way of Holland. After 
meeting there, Watson says that he sat 
on the dock fishing, while Pound and 
the Fullers went out in the- 
boat. Pound did not return. but was killed, 
robbed, and staked Gown in the mud. Watson 
says that Melvin Fuller left in great haste, so as 
to get to Cotrell's, 5 miles distant, and, if neces- 
sary, try the proving of an alibi. 

fateon told rather a straight story; but the 
defense, represented by Meesrs. G. C. Stewart, 
of this city, aud G. W. McBride. of Holland, 
proceeded upon the hypothesis that Watson 
himself struck the fatal biow which killed 
Pound. 

low this accusation was to be sustained did 
not appear until yesterday, when J. H. Fuller, 
the father, was brought into Court to change 
his plea from Not guilty to Guilty. This an- 
nouncement created great excitement in this 
city, and soon the court room was ked, many 
ladies being in attendance. J. H. Fuller was 
admitted as a witness to testify in behalf of his 
sou, which he did substantially as follows : 

Mr. Watson, Mr. Van Dusen, and others had spoken 
several times about knocking Pound over and getting 
him out of the way. After telling of the preparations 
to go fishing, witness said that, after going to Holland. 
he reached Pine Creek Bay about 4o’clock, Didn't 
see anybody on the dock. Mr. Watson came up in 
boat. He said Melvin was off with Kaducs’ boy. 
Pound was up above on the bank. The Kaducses left 
about hbalf-past 5. Melvin left soon after. Watson 
moved around where Pound was, and returned to 
the dock, Van came along with the catfish, and went 
off down the lake. Melvin had been gone half an 
hour. Pound, and I, and Watson got in the boat. 
Pound in ahead, I steered and Watson rowed till 
we ed the upper end of the bay. Watson dropped 
his oars, seized the ax, and struck Pound on the head, 
knocking him out of the boat. Witness fell into the 
lake, being unwell and weak.

The ques- 
tion was asked, how witness could entertain without 
protest the sudden — — to kill Pound, not 
wanting his money. itness said that he and Melvin 
wanted Pound’s land; then corrected and 
said they wanted to buy his land. Had no motive in 
assisting inthe murder.

This unexpected turn in the trial, which the 
attorneys for the defense as well as the prose- 
cution maintain was a complete surprise to them, 
complicates matters considerably.

Now there is the greatest uncertainty as to 
whether Melvin C. Fuller or Jobn 8. Watson, or 
both, are guilty of murder.
